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HEAVY ATTACKS MADE 


Both French and British 


Assaulted Bepeat 


edly By Germans But Lon 
don and Paris Declare All 
Were Bepulsed— Russians 
Still Driving Toward Lem 
berg— Occupy Stanislau 


The activities on the battle lines 


of Europe are summarized by the 
Associated Press from 
reports re- 


ceived from the various 
European 


capitals, as follows: 
Persistent efforts are being made 


by the Germans to stop the allied of- 
fensive on the Somme by counter-at- 
tackffig both the French and British. 
Heavy attacks were delivered 
last 


night on the Franco-British lines but 
neither was successful, according to 
the allies war offices. 


The French were attacked 
both 


north of the Somme, near Hem wood 
and south of the river at La Mais- 
eonette, the artillery stopping both 
assaults. The attack on the British 
took place north of Pozieres. Lon- 
don declares it was nowhere suc- 
cessful in penetrating the British po- 
sitions and resulted in heavy losses 
to the Germans. 


In Galicia the Russians are keep- 


Ing up their impressive drive to- 
wards Lemberg from the southeast. 
After 
taking Stanislau, 
General 


Letchltzky is pressing 
on toward 


Halicz, the important railway junc- 
tion to the north on the Dniester and 
key positions in the Lemberg 
de- 


fenses. 
Petrograd today reports the cross- 
ing of the Koropice river by th* 
Russians in the 
region 
north of 


Buczacz. This advance still further 
Imperils 
the Stripa 
line of 
the 


Teutons to the north of Halicz to the 
west. 
South of Stanislau the Rus- 
sians are also advancing westward, 
in the Bystritza river region. 


Stanislau. 87 miles southeast of 


Lemberg, the capital of GaliCia, and 
an Important railway Junction, has 
been occupied by Russian troops un- 
der General Letchitsky. In addition 
the Russians have progressed on 'he 
line of the Sereth river, as well as 
along the Ziota Lipa. taking import- 
ant positions south of Brody and cap- 
turing the railway town of Monas- 
terzyska and several villages. 
The 


taking of Stanislau, which Vienna 
says was evacuated without fighting, 
opens 
another 
gateway through 


which the Russians may advance to- 
ward Lemberg. 
Already, Petrograd 


says, the Austfb-Germans are being 
pursued toward 
Halich, a railway 


junction of north of Stanislau, on the 
Dneister river. 
Petrograd 
reports 


the capture of 5000 more Austro- 
Germans.

chiefs and delegates of the brother- 
tioods. 


A. B. Garretson, head of the con- 


ductors' brotherhood, indicated that 
the arbitration proposal was a gen- 
eral one and that the 
men 
were 


withholding final decision to learn 
if the railroads cared to be specific. 


The final effort 
of the 
United 


States board of mediation and con- 
ciliation to settle the difference be- 
tween the railroads and their 400,000 
employes 
through 
mediation 
has 


failed, but the mediators today pro- 
josed to the brotherhoods 
a new 
;orm of arbitration which 
shortly 


after 11:00 o'clock the brotherhood 
hiefs and delegates began to .con- 
sider in executive session. 
Although at 12:15 o'clock 
the 


meeting had not adjourned a dele- 
gate emerging from the hall said un- 
officially that the men had voted to 
reject the proposal for 
arbitration 


and to lay their case before the pres- 
dent. 
Mr. Garretson described as "pre- 


mature" a statement made by a dele-

Tho Habit of Swinging the Arms. 


If you will observe the number of 


women who swing their arms as they 
walk along the avenues, 
you 
will 


give the topic more thought in the 
Future I am sure. 


There should be a slight move- 


ment to the arms if you have noth- 
ing to carry in them, so as to give 
a sort of rhythm to the figure as 
you walk. But thjs little backward 
and forward movement siurold never 
develop into a swing. 


If you find difficulty in overcom- 


ing the "swing" cultivate the habit 
for a brief while, at least, of car- 
rying something in both hands, when 
the arms are burdened even lightly 
there is very little tendency to move- 
ment. 
Your handbag held in one 


hand and possibly a book held in the 
other will act as weights and you 
will soon lose the desire to swing 
the arms back and forth. 


Another serious defect in connec- 


tion with the trms is that of point- 
ing the elbows out instead of in. To 
be graceful the elbows must be held 
close to the body, although in the 
act they must not be stiffened. At 
first the position will be more or lesa 
difficult, but in time it will become 
easy and natural.

Mr. Hamilton says that in three 


months it was found necessary to in- 
stitute 115 
prosecutions for viola- 


tions of these laws and while the 
evidence was sufficient to convict, a 
Justice of the peace "dismissed 15 
cases on account of errors in war- 
rants drawn by himself." Seventy- 
two per cent of the fines in the cases 
prosecuted either were suspended or 
remitted, he adds. 
The laws do not need str?npthen- 


ing, Mr. Hamilton says, but what is 
needed are men who have a broad 
sense of justice, instead of men who. 
"when the dollar is the 
thing in- 


volved or business shrewdness 
the 


principle at 
stake, 
will 
bow and 


smirk before the shrine ot" selfish- 
ness." 
Outside voluntary societies, such 


as the Friendly Girls' Society, Con- 
sumers' Leagues and similar organi- 
zations, are most annoying to the 
department, the report states, when 
they attempt to make the department 
subservient to them by asking 
the 


deputies to rail at their offices 
to 


take up complaints. 
A 
rule 
laid 


down by 
the 
department conse- 


quently to take up no complaints un- 
less they are brought to the depu- 
ties in regular, written form. 
The 


report says: 
"Then the anti-tuberculosis socie- 


ties favor sending to the country all 
the children, to be employed at light 
tasks, while other societies 
inveigh 


heavily against the employment 
of 


children !H berry patches 
and 
the 


onion fields. 
That there 
are 
in- 


stances of crueltx we do not doubt. 
We find them severywhere. 
With 


the woeful disregard of 
the 
child 


laws in all cities, it seems 
a little 


far-fetched to be so solicitous about 
the children in the open, breathing 
good air and absorbing sunshine, and 
at the same time pass up the poor 
little boys and girl* who are worked 
to death almost in the stifling work- 
shops of the city." 
Mr. Hamilton cites the case of one 


big munition manufacturing plant, 
employing 3500 women and 
girls, 


whichi he says, was violating the 54- 
hour law. the eight-hour law and the 
age and schooling certificate 
law. 


When 
prosecutions 
were 
started 


against this company, it tried to have 
the investigating deputy, a woman, 
discharged from state 
service, 
he 


says. He names two Columbus com- 
panies which he says are employing 
boys of 12 and IS in unhealthful la- 
l>or. 


Municipalities, school boards and 


contractors engaged in the construc-

improvements, in
